Mr, Chairman, My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting my Annual Report 
for the year ending 3lst December, 1966, which report also 
includes sections kindly compiled by the Chief Public Health 
Inspector and the Housing Cfficer. 


As a result of the loss to the Rural District of 
the parishes of Alphington, Pinhoe and Topsham in the early 
Sear teoeuene year, the population of the District fell by 
approximately 6,500. Similarly the number of inhabited 
domestic dwellings, rateable value and the product of the 
penny rate fell correspondingly. 


The standardised live birth rate of 16.4 was 
lower than that for the previous year (18.8) and was slightly 
lower than that for England and Wales as a whole. The 
standardised death rate (8.8) was also lower than the previous 
year (9.4) and well below that for the Country as a whole 
Re 


I am pleased to report that the infant mortality 
rate of 13.4 was also much lower than the national rate (18.9) 


Of the 261 cases of infectious diseases notified 
215 were Measles. No cases had to be admitted to hospital 
Boe eee tO be noted that no cases of Poliomyelitis or 
Diphtheria occurred. 


Ten cases of Tuberculosis were recorded which is 
the Lowest for the last 10 years. 


In conclusion may I take this opportunity of 
thanking members cf the Council and the staff for their 
interest and co-operation which they have given me during 
the year,

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The Exeter Order 1966 came into force on the lst 
April 1966 and two slaughterhouses were transferred to the 
Exeter City Council, one being their own Public Abattoir 
over which this Council exercised no jurisdiction other than 
licensing. This reduced the number of licensed premises to 
five, 

It was necessary to write to two occupiers of slaughter- 
houses regarding certain infringements of the Slaughterhouse 
(Hygiene) Regulations 1958, but the general standard in all 
the slaughterhouses was Satisfactory. 

One occupier of a slaughterhouse killed for a whole- 
saler and considerably increased his throughput, This 
necessitated three or four visits a week. 

MEAT INSPECTION 

As a result of one of the additional Public Health 
Inspectors obtaining another appointment the vacancy was 
filled by an authorised meat inspector who is employed full 
time at Messrs. Eastman's slaughterhouse at Longdown, instead 
of the duties being shared among the members of the staff, 
but regular visits are made by a Public Health Inspector, 
This arrangement has worked satisfactorily. 

The Meat Inspection (Amendment) Regulations 1966 came 
into force on the 30th September and enabled Local Authorities 
to restrict the hours during which any animal may be 
Slaughtered. The Council decided the existing arrangements 


were satisfactory and no restrictions necessary at the present 


time. These Regulations made certain changes in meat inspection 


procedure, 

It was mentioned in the Annual Report for last year 
that legislation was needed to require animals to be killed 
within a specified period as it was found that at one 
Slaughterhouse cattle were laired for considerable periods. 
It is pleasing to note that the Ministry made amending

Twenty premises complied with the requirements of the 
met curing the year. 

A total of 187 visits were made to premises registered 
under the Act. 

No special difficulties were experienced in the operation 
of the general provisions of the Act as in the main the 
premises are small shops. The only exception being dangerous 
machinery, particularly food slicing machines. Many 
occupiers felt that the onus of properly guarding these 
machines should be placed on the manufacturer instead of the 
purchaser, Objection was also raised to the high cost of 
plastic guards to be fitted to the front of the feed shutes 
in the gravity feed machines. Difficulty was also experienced 


in obtaining an inter-locking device on power operated gravity 
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feed machines, 

It will be noted that no exemptions were issued nor any 
accidents reported, 
PUBLIC HEALTH ACTS.

It will be noted that of the 54 complaints received 8 
of these required no action and in many cases were trivial. 
These complaints included several of smells from the keeping 
of pigs, manure and of cesspool emptying tanks being dis- 
charged in fields adjoining houses. Of the remaining complainis 
a number were satisfactorily dealt with by interviewing the 
person causing the nuisance, but it was necessary to serve

A number of complaints were received from a housing 
estate in which some new bungalows were built within a few 
feet of a farmyard, of a nuisance from flies and smells from 
the manure. The farmer on selling the land for development 
retained the farm buildings in which he is fattening young 
cattle and has insufficient land to dispose of the manure, 
These complaints are likely to persist for some considerable 


time and points out the need in such cases for the Planning 
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Committee to consult with the Public Health Committee when 
such development is proposed. In this particular case 
Planning permission was refused by this Council but on appeal 
to the Minister it was allowed. 

Towards the end of the year complaints were received from 
two sources to the effect that coal dust from a coal merchant's 
yard was causing a considerable dust nuisance in neighbouring 
properties at Starcross. The coal yard is situated alongside 
the main road and the properties concerned are on the opposite 
Side of the road, On ieseecbipn a certain amount of dust was 
found on windowsills but there was no evidence that any 
serious nuisance was being created inside the buildings, 
Efforts were made to lay grit trays to establish the degree 
of the alleged nuisance, but local residents refused to allow 
the trays to be put on their premises and co-operation 
generally was lacking. 

Subsequently frequent visits of observation have been 
carried out, but at no time has any appreciable amount of dust 
been observed blowing from the yard to the buildings opposite. 
Enquiries were made from 8 occupants of premises within the 
area and only 4 of these supported the complaint, In view 
of this, observations are continuing but it does not appear 
that action can be taken on the evidence to date. It is 
possible that given certain special conditions, Ci Peg an 
easterly wind, dry conditions, and appreciable handling of 
coal, a nuisance could arise, but such conditions will only 
occur infrequently and cannot justify legal action, 

The nuisance from the quarry reported in last year's 
Report was abated in the early part of the year and is in 
one of the parishes transferred to the Exeter City Council 


on the Ist April 1966. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING

1) REFUSE COLLECTION 

There has been no actual change in the method of 
collection. After Ist April the Council lost 3 major parishes 
adjoining Exeter, i.e. Alphington Pinhoe and Topsham and the 
whole of the rounds had of necessity to be amended, 

Another new vehicle came into operation in October a 
20 c.yd. S. & D. Pakamatic and the oldest vehicle which the 
Council owned a 1947 Dennis Side Loader, was sold, So that 
at the end of the year the Council's fleet was composed of 
one S9& D Pakamatic 35 cc. yd. capacity, 3S & D. Pakamatics 
each of 20 c. yds capacity and 2S & D Fore and Aft Tippers 
of 14 cc, yards capacity with one Karrier Side Loader 12 yds 
capacity in reserve, Apart from the latter vehicle the 
oldest vehicle in the fleet was 6 years old, 

Over the last year or so several of the older refuse 
collectors have retired and it has been very difficult to 
replace them with the right type of labour and this appears 
to be getting progressively worse, 

2) REFUSE DISPOSAL 

During 1965/66 discussions at Officer level took place 
with Exeter City Council in respect of a joint scheme of 
refuse disposal, eventually towards the end of the year, 
when final figures were available for an incineration plant, 
which was decided upon, it was found that this Council's 
contribution would have been much above the level which the 
authority would be prepared to accept. Therefore disposal 
continues by means of controlled tipping, with the same two 
mechanical bulldozers in use. The oldest one of these is 
now in such condition that in the very near future another 
new one will have to be purchased in order to keep the sites 


in proper sanitary condition. 
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The following tips were in operation:- 

IDE Between Ide Village and Pole House Lane, in a railway 
cutting originally the Teign Valley Railway Line. This 
tip commenced in April 1965 and will be completed towards 
the end of the coming year. 

EXMINSTER - This tip near Trood House has still not been 
completed and was used very little during the year. 

STARCROSS - Rear of Brickyard Cottages, was used only as 
usual during the months of November, December and January 
and will still serve the purpose for that period of the 
year for at least another 2 years. 

WHIMPLE - Strete Farm - The two small sites in this area 
will be completed in 1967. 

WOODBURY - Coombe Farm, This tip was completed towards the 
iMate Of the year and the loss of a tip in this 
particular area has tended to make hauls to the tip much 
more lengthy than for many years past. 

3) STREET SWEEPING 
Of the four men employed on this work, on the re- 

organisation of boundaries in April,. the Topsham man who was 

within a few months of retiring, was transferred to Exeter 

City Council, The Pinhoe sweeper fell sick about a month 

before the transfer date and the Alphington man elected to 

become a refuse collector. So that the only sweeper who 
remained in that actual work was the man employed at Woodbury 
and Lympstone, 

In June, following pressure from that particular area, 

a sweeper was engaged to do Kenton and Starcross on 

alternate weeks. Towards the end of the year, however, on 

pressure from Exminster his work was extended to include 

Exminster so that cach village is now done every third week, 

4) | LITTER” COLLECTION. 


This year for the first time and by request of the 
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Surveyor of the County Council, the lay-bys on the trunk 
roads and other principal roads were, in addition to the 
normal emptying of litter bins on the refuse rounds, dealt 
with by an additional special collection throughout the 
months of June, July August and September. This came into 
being after the issue of Circular Roads 14/65 by the Minister, 
as was envisaged in my last year's report and the cost with 
regard to trunk roads will be 100% reimbursable and the 
County : Surveyor accepted the estimates which we submitted. 

It was with some difficulty but nevertheless was 
achieved, that this second collection was carried out, the 
chief difficulty being the availability of the additional 
man to go with the driver, It is hoped that during the coming 
year we shall not have the same difficulty, and that even 
better attention can be paid than during the past year,

The Council authorised proceedings to be taken against 
an owner for allowing 2 caravans to be stationed on an 
unlicensed site, but before the case was heard the families 
were re-housed (one by the Council) and the Summons was 
therefore withdrawn, 

Four written notices were sent for non-compliance with 
Site licence conditions. One was regarding an unsatisfactory 
caravan which the site operator replaced. 

A residential caravan was found to be infested with 
bed bugs and was disinfested. 

b) ‘Tents 

No applications for licences under Section 269 of the 
Public Health Act 1936 were received during the year. There 
are 4 sites licensed for 220 tents and 36 visits were made. 
a} Sheds 

A licence was granted under Section 269 of the Public 
Health Act 1936 authorising the use of a shed for human 
habitation, 

One shed which was unfit for human habitation was 
found to be occupied and as a result of informal action the 
owner obtained possession. The rent of this shed was £1.15s. 
per week, 

4) Gypsies 
The gypsies again returned to the roadside verge in 


Elbury Lane, Broadclyst, where they were living in very 
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primitive conditions as no proper water suppjy or sanitary 
accommodation was provided. A large quantity of litter was 
left on vacating the site which the Council cleared, 

A number of Irish furniture dealers also occupied a 
site on Haldon in similar conditions and again a large amount 
of litter had to be cleared by the Council. 

Such sites, particularly the one at Broadclyst, are a 
potential danger to health and caused considerabk nuisance to 
the local inhabitants. Neither the County Council as Highway 
Authority, or the Police, were prepared to take action as no 
alternative site was available. The County Council were 
endeavouring to find a suitable permanent camping site and 


there is no doubt that this matter is an urgent necessity. 


WATER SUPPLIES 

Two statutory notices were served to render the water 
supply from a joint well satisfactory, and the necessary work 
Was carried out. 

An informal notice was served on an owner of 4 houses 
regarding the water supply which was dirty and from an 
unsatisfactory source. The matter was in hand at the end of 
the year.

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The following report has been kindly supplied by the 
Housing Officer, Mr. W.R. Osborne. 

During the year the Parishes of Alphington, Pinhoe and 
Topsham, were annexed to the City of Exeter. This in terms 
of housing meant the transfer of 457 Council dwellings 
together with 2 Old Persons' Developments with Warden's 
Services, In addition a further Community Centre at Topsham 
was in course of construction and this when completed witl 
be taken over by the City Council. Unfortunately the Council 
were not permitted to nominate tenants for this Centre, 
although after representation one disabled person from the 
Rural District was granted a tenancy to occupy a flat which 
has been specially designed for such an applicant, 

The Council have recently decided that only those 
persons resident or born in the District or who work in the 
District should be eligible for inclusion on the Housing 
Register and consequently a new Register has been prepared 
and the number of persons on it now totals 441, Eaeh applicant 
eligible for the list is invited to make a choice of 3 Parishes 
specifying his order of priority - this assists in assessing 
demand for need from persons who live within or outside a 
petcaceiar Parish. 

Dering the year a total of 117 dwellings were let

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There were 11 tenancies transferred through death 
or separation of the husband or wife, 2 tenancies were 
exchanged with other Authorities, and pursuing the Council's 
policy of inviting tenants from under-occupied houses to 
transfer their tenancies to smaller accommodation plus any 
tenancies transferred to Warden Service or for reason of 
wishing to be nearer the place of employment, a further 31 
tenancies were transferred to other accommodation, 

thae Council are still modernizing their pre-war houses 
as fast as possible and still pressing on with their building 
programme. As will be seen from the letting figures most of 
the new property built was for the older age group as not 
only is there a large number of applicants in the over 60 age 
group on the housing register, but many of the existing houses 
are under-occupied, thus the building of bungalows or flats 
provides for both the over 60 and under 60 age group on the 
housing register in that a three-bedroomed house is released 
for a family when a transfer to smaller accommodation takes 
place. 

The Council have continued the provision of Old Persons! 
Developments with Warden Services and during the year such a 
scheme with 24 flats was opened at Churchill Court, Lympstone, 
There is a very active atmosphere there the tenants being 
drawn from many Parishes throughout the Rural District. 

Another similar development with 18 bungalows is under 
construction at Woodbury, and plans are being prepared for a 
further Scheme with 24 bungalows and Warden's Service at 
Exminster, 

During the year many complaints were dealt with from 
existing tenants and where necessary they were assisted by 
soliciting the aid of other Departments such as County Mental 
Health, County Welfare etc. With such help many of the 
problems are solved to the advantage of afamily as a whole.
